It seemed as though the 
house was whirling around, like the 
wings of a windmill. The wall of his 
dwelling cracked, end through it came 
a cloud of suffocating dust. 

Stunned but uninjured, the Marquls 
tried to escape to the streets, but he 
found it impossible. The stairs had | 
fallen with the firat shock. 

After numerous efforts he succeeded 
in getting out of a window and de- 
scending to the ground from the third 
story by means of a rope. 

Walking, he says, was difficult, ow- 
ing to the fact that the streets were 
flied with débris. He helped in the 
work of reacue and in a short time had 
assisted in dragging from beneath the 
ruins in the strect eighty-six persons 
alli of them dead.

Union Labor Leaders Seeking 
Murderer’s Pardon. 


Ask Clemency for Preston 
Who Slew Man. 


Prisoner Was Socialist Labor 
Candidate. 


{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

CARSON CITY, Dee. 81.—Applica- 
tion for pardon was filed with the Sec- 
retary of State today by those repre- 
senting M. R. Preston, Goldfield labor 
leader, who is serving a twenty-five- 
year sentence in the State Penitenti- 
ary for the killing of John Silva, a 
Goldfield restaurant keeper, in 1907. 

Preston and a man named Smith 
were jointly tried and convicted last 
year, Smith being sentenced to five 
years’ imprisonment as an accessory 
in the crime. An appeal for a re- 
hearing of the case was denied by the 
State Supreme Court some time ago. 

Since that time many of the Gold- 
field labor leaders have been in this 
city preparing to file the application 
for pardon, which will be considered 
at the January meeting of the Board 
of Pardons, and it is stated that they 
are prepared to offer new evidence in 
behalf of the prisoners at that time. 

Preston was chosen as Presidential 
candidate of the Socialist Labor party 
during the last Presidentie] campaign, 
but owing to his imprisonment was 
represented by a proxy during the 
campaign.

Southern California 


: today, a generation of about thirty 
years is as far back as it is useful to go. Changes 
are so great that comparisons going farther back 
mislead rather than instruct. Los Angeles to- 
day has 300,000 population. When the population 
was counted in 1880 Los Angeles contained about 
1,000 souls. In 1880 there were about 50,000, a | 
growth of nearly 40,000 in ten years, or 4000 a | 
year. This increase had mostly taken place in the 
last half of the decade, when, in some years: the 
growth was 10,000 a year. At the next census pe- 
riod the city had 102,000 inhabitants, showing a 
growth of over 5000 a year. Here, again, this in- 
crease of over 50,000 had been mostly in the last 
four years of the period, when, in certain years, th 
population had grown by 20,000 in the twelve 
months. The twenty years following 1880 gave « 
growth of well over 90,000, or about 4500 as the 
yearly average. These figures are made instructive 
by comparison—indicating that there was little | 
growth for the first five years, and a growth of | 
10,000 a year in some of those in the early boom; a © 
higher average for the second census period than 
for the first one, in spite of the dull business con- 
ditions prevailing all over the country from 1899 
to 1896; a greater increase in Population in the 
last half of the second period than in the boom in the 
last half of the first; and now from 1900 to 1908 
an increase twice as great in eight years as in the 
twenty previous years. Dyring some of these latest 
years there were added to our population 30,000, 
perhaps in one year 35,000, souls. 

One fact comes out prominently in these studies. 
Since Los Angeles began to grow in a notable way, 
some twenty-eight years ago, there has not been one 
year in which there was not an increase in popula- 
tion. In the dull years between 1890 and 1896 the 
growth was steady and fairly rapid. 

About face, and look into the future! Eighteen 
months from now the census men will be out again. 
We hope, as we look upon the promise before our 
eyes; that when the count is made up the figures 
will surely run above 325,000, and that they may 
count up not very far from 350,000. There seems 
no reason to doubt that in the year and a half the 
new growth will reach at least 30,000, and there is 
not wanting ground for hope that it may surpass 
40,000, as an extreme reach, 50,000. e 

We are confining our prognostications to popula- 
tion. That is the best appreciated, the most easily 
seen, and the most substantial exponent of progress. 
If we continue to grow thus in population, the real 
estate speculator will sell his vacant lots and real- 
ize his profits; the building trades will all be kept 
busy putting up homes for newcomers; those whe 
sell materia] will find business good; as office build- 
ings begin to crowd, new ones will be erected; witn 
employment good, tradespeople will al! do a flour- 
ishing business; manufacturers will be pressed to 
fill orders; the home market will expand and new 
enterprises will be started; churches will be better 
filled and better supported; and schools, public and 
private, will have more to do. 

What takes place in Los Angeles wil! be seen in 
all other cities in Southern California in due pro- 
portion, and the good times wil] be in such over- 
flowing measure that they will spread into every 
village. There is not a corner of the Southwest 
into which the rainbow of promise does not pene- 
trate. 

But material things do not cover the prophecy in 
full. This is a great art center, and one of great 
mental cultivation. The population that has come 
in here has been, on the whole, a people of excep- 
tionally high mental] attainments and moral princi- 
ples. As this growth goes on the leaven of righteous- 
ness will be larger in proportion to the mass and 
the average citizen will be better. Schools of all 
kinds will gain patronage and become influences for 
geod, increasing even more rapidly than the popu- 
lation or the materia! wea)th. 

Be happy today, then, in the enjoyment of the 
many rich blessings actually ours in hand, and ‘et 
your happiness abound at the contemplation of the 
good cheer that dawns on us with this New Year's 
Day! Let us all be so bright, so hopeful, so optimis- 
tic that there will not be left a piace for a cloud ef 
discontent or despair.

HAPPY NEW YEAR! . 


HE FETE OF THE CROWN OF THE 
VALLEY. 

Surely the fates are kind to our fair sister, Pasa- 
dena, today. The weather is as bright and balmy 
as spring, and so are the roses. 

One might wander the wide world” over, on this 
New Year’s Day to find another spot where nature 
is in so charming a mood as at the Crown of the 
Valley. 

And oh, what a valley it is! From the base of 
the grand, purple mountains to the white sand, 
where the sapphire seas break in snowy spray and 
musical melody, all is fair. 

Old-timers will circulate through the crowd with 
a card full of figures, getting tenderfeet to guess 
how many inhabitants were in Pasadena twenty-five 
years ago, and when 1000 is mentioned, they will 
pull the deadly fact in black and white, which will be 
250, or something thereabout. They will tell of the 
time when there were about two groceries in the 
whole countryside, when houses were a mile apart, 
when there were no streets, churches, schools, or 
any of the things of today that make Pasadena one 
of the show places of the world, with the most beau- 
tiful cardens, houses that surpass palaces in splen- 
dor, banks and mercantile houses without number, 
and a population rising above 20,000. 

Twenty-five years ago, al] there was to be seen 
was the site, the superb view, the choice soil, the 
blue skies, the bright days, the mountains and the 
plains, the roses and the mocking birds. These 
were enough. These were the irresistible talismans 
which drew together so intelligent, wealthy and 
moral a population as now makes up the city of 
Pasadena. 


OYAL ITALY. 
The King and Queen of Italy are setting an 
example to all rulers. They have left their palaces 


and gone into the very center of the misery caused | 


No miserly pittance stands for the largess of this 

le King. He has given promptly, and that is 
equal to giving twice, and he has given with both 
hands and both open. Not by thousands, but by mil- 
lions, is his liberality to be measured. Two mil- 
lion lire is the sum the King has set apart to relieve 
the awful distress of hs people. We have reduced 
the monarch’'s gift to our money in the papers, 
$400,000. Even so it looks immensely large. But 
the correct view is gained when we speak in the 
currency of the country. A lira goes about as far 
in Italy as a dollar in America. To give a lira 
there is about the’same as to give a dollar here. 
Wages in Southern Italy, where agriculture is about 
the only industry, range at from 10 cents to $1 a 
day. Here the range is from $1 to $10. The lira 
is one-fifth of a dollar, and the daily wage here is 
ten times as great as there. Wages may be taken 
generally as a measure of material things in a 
country. 

The King of Italy has frequently shown himself 
to be a King from top to toe, and to the core of his 
heart. At this time he stands before us as the true 
shepherd of his people. The Italian people are de- 
voted to their ruler, and well they may be. 


Y COUNTRY—MAY SHE ALWAYS 
BE RIGHT. 


At the base of a monument erected at West Point 
is the legend, “My country, right or wrong.” A 
story has been told for a number of years which 
sets forth a banquet where a company of Ameri- 
cans bantered a lonely Englishman on the short- 
comings of Albion, then challenged him to @ toast, 
the subject of which should be England. He is re- 
ported to have said: “My country—may she always 
be right, but my country, right or wrong.” 

Now the sentiment is a happy one, and it is ua 
case of the palm to him who merits it. We, then, 
must crown Stephen Decatur with the poet’s wreath 
as the author of this sentiment. 

Stephen Decatur, wel] known as having been a 
commodore in the United States Navy, was born in 
Maryland in 1779. At a banquet in Norfolk, Va., 
in 1816 he gave expression to this sentiment: “Our 
country—in her intercourse with foreign nations 
may she always be right; but our country, right or 
wrong.” 

The legend on the monument at West Point ‘s 
addressed to soldiers, whose business is to obey and 
not to question. The sentiment came from the 
mouth of a naval officer, as bound to blind obedience 
as the soldier. 


REATIES, NOT WARS. 

We must not be discouraged, but rather hop>- 
ful as to the progress we are making toward those 
conditions which shall do away with international 
wars. It is not unnatural to feel some impatience 
when we realize how unnecessary and how unrea- 
sonable wars are. But we are really making great 
progress. 

With the opening of the new vear a treaty is 
likely te be entered into between our own govern- 
ment and that of Great Britain, by which disputes 
dating back to the close of the War of 1812 with 
Great Britain shall be submitted to the Hague 
tribunal. These disputes relate to Oshery rights in

} government to impair the rights of Canada. 


the waters lying along the borders of our country 
and portions of British North America, and to the 
use of waters in the boundary line between the two 
countries. It is really a three-cornered quarrel. 
The imperial government of Great Britain must set- 
tle these questions in such a way as to satisfy the 
United States and the people in the colonies. 

The latest phases of the contest have been in the 
hands of most competent persons. The imperial 
government is represented by Sir James Bryce, a 
great statesman and profound admirer of our coun- 
try. Our side of the controversy has been 
by Hon. Elihu Root, Secretary of State. 

It speaks highly for the peaceful spirit of the 
United States and for the people of Canada that 
these disagreements should have lasted so long 
without a rupture. In former ages bitter wars 
have grown out of these points in dispute. But by 
wise mutual forbearance we have managed to keep 
the peace so long, and now the issue is to be sub- 
mitted to arbitration. If the dispute were one in 
which the United States and Great Britain only 
were concerned, a treaty could be made to settle the 
whole question. But the imper'>! government has 
been embarrassed by some of the people of Canada, 
who have alleged that a desire to preserve cordial 
relations with the United States has led the —_ 
t is 
in order to satisfy these people that both countries 
consent to leave the subject to an impartial tribunal 
composed of a commission selected from neutral 
powers, who will pass upon the disputed points. —

IFT TO GIRL 
IS OLD VIOLIN. 


YOUNG HIGHLAND PARK MUSI- 
CIAN HAS A TREASURE. 


Josef Steiner instrument Pre- 
sented to Her by Prof. Talburt, 
Whe, With His Wife, Is Now Vis- 
iting Hie Former Pupil and Tells 
of the Ancient Masters. 


Two years ago an old violin found 
its way into the possession of a siip 
of a girl in Highland Park, Miss Edna 
Douthit. It was a Josef Steiner, aged 
104 years, and was sent to her by her 


former teacher, Prof. R. C. Talburt 
of Seattle, who bought it in old Mit- 
tenwald on the Iser, for this young 
musician in Los Angeles, 

Now the giver is visiting during the| 
the Douthit home on 
Pasadena avenue, and has brought 
another rare old instrument with him, 
his own chosen vehicle of expression, 
a Testore, and the mate to one o 

by Kubelik. Last. winter when Kube- 
lik was in Seattle the two violin lov- 
ers compared these twin instruments, 
and é@xchanged for the space of an 
hour or two; the noted violinist made 
music with the one that is now in 
Los Angeles, and Talburt tucked Ku- 
belik’s pet instrument under his chin 
and drew out the golden tones that 
Gwell within. 

Prof. Talburt is a musician and 
composer, but above all else in the 
world he loves those rare old instru- 
ments, made in the day when men 
labored in Tyrol and geve souls to 
violins, then buried the secret with 
their own devoted human hearts. 

Few men on the Coast know as 
much about violins as this unassum- 
ing professor, whose inherited wealth 
of Teutonic sentiment is expressed in 
his music and his study of the sen- 
tient productions of the old makers. 

He has spent many holidays across 
the water, in that radius of 100 miles 
where all the great violins of the 
world have made, where Stradi- 
varius and his school of followers 
lived and labored. [art of ter- 
ritory is German, so Prof. Talburt ex- 
plains, and part is Italian. The strip 
between belongs to Austria. 

The maker of Prof. Talburt's own 
violin lived in this territory, and it 
is delightful to hear this latter-day 
enthusiast tell of that Testore who 
lived nearly 200 years ago, and how 
he made violins for pleasure and not 
for money. Testore was a gentleman 
of estates and something of proud 
boastfulness shows in the label that 
still marks some of his productions, 
for the label mentions the estates. A 
distinguishing mark of this gentleman 
violin maker, as Prof. Talburt relates, 
is the lack of “purfling,” which to the 
uninitiated is a little strip set in 
around the edge of the case to keep 
the wood from cracking. 

One would not suppose that the 
grain of the wood could make any 
difference in the tone of the violin but 
it is interesting to hear how each in- 
equality in texture has its influence 
upon the tonal qualities of the violin. 

According to. this expert it is not 
age alone that makes the great price 
of these old instruments. Hill Broth- 
ers of London, according to Prof. 
Talburt, have a famous Stradivarius 
named “Messore,” which they have 
taken apart and copled exactly piece 
by piece in the new violins they are 
making today. Still the secret Las not 
been found. The price for the new 
Hill instruments is $150, while the 
Strad that Mr. Spreckles bought from 
the famous Hawley collection in San 
Diego, not long ago, cost $12,000. 

Prof. Talburt is accompanied by his 
wife and they will remain in the city 
until early next week. _*
